| Absolute Quarantine the Only Method | 


of Handling Disease, Which Is Con- 
tracted Through the Nose and 
Throat—Washington Doctors Take 
More Cheerful View Than Investi- 
gator From Nebraska 


Washington, Sept. 1.—Dr. Lucian 
Stark of Nebraska, appointed by Gov- 
ernor Shallenberger to investigate in- 
fantile paralysis in the eastern cities 
and reputed to be an authority on this 
disease, has reached Washington, 
and has aroused much interest by 
statements attributed to him in the 
local press. 

He pronounces the disease con- 
tagious, dangerous and difficult to cure 
and advises isolation in every case. 

“A great many physicians,” says 
Stark, “confuse this infant disease 
with spinal meningitis in their diag- 
nosis. It is even worse than menin- 
gitis. It is worse than smallpox. It 
is more contagious than any other 
plague on the earth except cholera, 
yellow fever or the bubonic plague. 
Absolute quarantine is the only meth- 
One of 
the most certain proofs of the fact that 
infantile paralysis is contagious Is that 
it fofMows a railroad from -own to 
town and leaves its deadly imprint 
wherever it spreads unless checked 
by isolation.” 

Dr. Stark believes the disease can 
be easily conquered if taken early 
and recommends as treatment the 
puncture of the spinal cord at the 
base and the withdrawal of twenty- 
two minims of the fluid. Salt solu- 
tion to the amount of eleven minims 
is then injected and the rest of the 
treatment consists almost entirely of 
massage. He says that a spray of 
glycothymoline two or three times a 
day and complete isolation of the 
children {s the best preventative of 
the disease, which {fs _ contracted 
through the nose and throat. 

Local physicians of much experi- 
enee with children’s diseases are not 
inclined to credit the alarmist theories 
of Stark. They say he has a right to 
his own theory as they have to theirs, 
and that with the present Hmited 
knowledge of this epidemic one man’s 
opinion is as good as another's. 

Dr. D. G. Smith of Washington, 
one of the leading physicians in the 
treatment of children’s diseases, takes 
a much more cheerful view and ap- 
parently speaks from a ripe experi- 
ence, for he familiarized himself with 
“acute anterior poliomyelitis,” as the 
disease is known to science, long be- 
fore it became epidemic in Washing- 
ton. 

“We know nothing of the origin of 
the disease and shall not until the 
germ is fsolated,” said Smith. “Iso- 
lation of the patient is safe of course, 
but if the disease is epidemic, as in 
Washington, we can no more isolate 
against it than we can against grippe. 
I have had several cases where in 


| families of perhaps a dozen only one 


person was afflicted. 

“Death is rare, occurring in not 
more than 3 to 5 percent of cases at 
the most. I have seen twenty-five 
or thirty cases this summer without 
death. 

“My theory of the cause is that the 
germs are carried in the air and into 
the nose by breathing, passing through 
the cribim form, process of the ethnoid 
bone to the brain and thence to the 
spinal cord. I regard the disease as 


| probably mildly contagious and prob- 


ably epidemic. It is most common in 
summer, I presume, because of the 
immense quantities of dry dust which 
{s whirling about.” 


GOT AWAY WITH $525,000 


Wider Pleads Guilty to Five Indict- 
ments Charging Grand Larceny 

New York, Sept. 1.—When Erwin 
J. Wider, the cashier of the Russo- 
Chinese bank who got away with 
about $525,000 in securities from that 
institution, was arraigned before 
Judge O'Sullivan, he withdrew his 
plea of not guilty to an indictment 
found by the grand jury last week and 
pleaded guilty, and also pleaded guilty 
to three new indictments which were 
recently found. Wider has now plead- 
ed guilty to all five indictments charg- 
ing grand larceny. 

Through counsel, Wider asked that 
he be sentenced at once, but at the 
request of Acting District Attorney 
Moss, who said that he wanted to 
make a further investigation, sentence 
was adjourned until Sept. 9.

Osawatomie, Kan., Sept. 1.—In 
his speech here Theodore Roosevelt) 
struck out straight from the shoulder 
at the special interests and urged the 
enactment of some radical palpistn 
looking to their control. i 

He declared that the United States 
ig face to face with a crisis as import- 
} ant as that which brought about the 
Civil war. Points in his speech were: 

The true friend of property, the 
true conservative, is he who in-| 
sists that property shall be the ser-! 
vant and not the master of common- 
wealth. | 

I stand for the square deal. But 
when I say that I am for the square 
deal, I mean not merely that I stand, 
for fair play under the present rules 
of the game, but that I atand for hav-| 
ing these rules changed so as to work 
for a more substantfal equality of op-! 
portunity and of reward for equally; 
good service. 

The constitution guarantees pro- 
tection to property, and we must make 
that promise good. But it does not | 
give the right to suffrage to any cor- 
poration. 

It is my personal belief that the 
same kind and degree of control and} 
supervision which should be exorciaed} 
over public service corporations should} 
be extended also to combinations) 
which control necessaries of life, such 
as meat, ofl and coal, or which deal, 
in them on an important scale. f 

I believe that the officers, and es-/ 
pecially the directors, of corporations} 
should be held personally ee 
when any corporation breaks the law.

Stealing by Children Under Sixteen— 
Who Will Become a Public Bene- 
factor by Devising Laws to Protect

If a house-to-house canvass were 
made, of those owning and ocgupying 
in the suburbs of Boston, 
whose property has been stolen, dam- 
aged or destroyed, there would be 


the boys and girls of our/ smaller 


| cities and towns are permitted to con- 


tinue their thieving and destruction 
by parents; that the masters and 
teachers in the schools attended by 
them are silent on the subject; that 
the police pay no heed to any de- 
mands against juveniles ;.. that the 
juvenile courts are managed so as to 
shield these young people from ade- 
punishment. The boldness, 
fearlessness, and persistency of these 
young thieves is amazing! Many ac- 
counts of their deliberate raids in 
broad daylight, with the property 
owners looking on, and expostulating, 
are given. These young depredators 
are thoroughly versed in the present 
law. They know how far any com- 
plaint may go towards stopping their 
nefarious work; they actually stand 
and argue the case, often with the 
property stolen in their hands, poc- 
kets or receptacles brough® with 
them. They tell you haw little good 
any complaint will do and what will 
happen to the owner of the property 
of he “assault” or “restrain them of 
their liberty.” If they take to their 
heels, through any fear that the ag- 
grieved owner may reap summary 
vengeance tffon-+them, it is only to 
disappear in one direction and return 
in another, or to come back from the 
some direction as soon as the coast is 
clear.

Spectacular Airship Flights by, 
Grahame-White 


HE ENTERS EVERY CONTEST

Not Only Thousands of Harvard-Bos- | 
ton diviation Grounds Are Enter- |

Englishman Dromes | 


Boston, Sept. 6.—Grahame-White | 
outdid himself yesterday at the Har- | 
vard-Boston aero meet. Not only 
did he capture the points for the day, | 
establishing a new world’s record for | 
bomb throwing, speed record for the 
course and duration record for the | 
day, but he put himself out to enter- | 
tain the crowds that braved the threat- | 
ening weather to attend the meet. 

He was bronght to earth in the 
duration trial just a few minutes short | 
of a new record for the course. That! 
he landed on dry ground and not in| 
the Neponset river, was due to his 
remarkable control and _ self-posses- 
sion. 

While he hovered over the river the 
magneto brush went wrong. The en- | 
gine skipped, then stopped. He was 
over the river. By wonderful jockey- 
ing he glided along, alighting quietly | 
and easily on the very edge of the 
river. His narrow escape, occurring 
in the mist, was not appreciated by 
the spectators. 

He went into every contest anyone 


time. From the very outset he was 
spectacular. He took his rise from 
the lane between the hangars, tearing 
directly toward the main grand stand, | 
rising into the air and shooting over | 
the heads of entranced thousands. 


For five minutes he performed 
stunts for the people in the main 
stands. Then he seemed to catch 


sight of the people away over in the 
island stands. Over there he dromed. 
For them, too, he went through his 
He doubled back and forth on | 
his course, clipped out fancy circles, 
perpendicularly down, t 
catch himself just above the ground | 
and rise again, his dragon fly respond- | 
ing to his control like a spirited, | 
trained horse. 

Noticing then the great throngs of! 
people outside the grounds, gathered 
in the roads and on the hillsies, he 

toward them. | 
For their special benefit he again | 
went through his breath-catching 
feats. 

All day long he was erceted with | 
cheers.

In short bursts of speed, both Will- | 
ard and Curtiss in the Curtiss biplanes 
made the spectators catch their 
breaths. In the bomb throwing con- |, 
tests, In which both Willard and Cur- 
tiss participated, the short laps over 
the outlined battleship called forth 
exhibitions of sharp turns, although 
in the speed tests the Curtiss plane 
fell 29 seconds behind Grahame- | 
White’s record of 6 minutes 1 sec- 
ond for the five and one-half miles 
of the three-lap course. 

_ During this contest, at the close of 
the day, Johnstone in the Wright, and) 
Grahame-White in his Farman, 
were circling the course in the dura- 
tion contest. 

The Wright machine and the Far- 
man raced neck &nd-neck for several 
and at nearly every lap, 
the Curtiss machine, on its short laps 
over the battleship target, slashed in| 
under them. 

The race between Grahame-White 
and Johnstone was a fitting climax for 
an exciting day of the meet. The two 
had made about five laps, when Gra- 
hame-White, in his speedier biplane, 
lapped Johnstone, who was using the 
Wright machine in which Brookins 
made his-cfimbing record.

Department of Agriculture Has Sent 
| Men Broadcast Into the World to 
‘ Glean Information on How to Make 


the Land More Productive—Volume 
of Crops Being Increased In All Sec- 
tlone of the Country 


St. Paul, Sept. 7.—The most im- 
portant feature of farm conservation’ 
is the soil, said Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson in an address at the con- 


servation congress. The farmer pros- 
pers while the soil responds to his 
work and yields good crops; he ceases 
to do well when the soil refuses to, 
respond to his labor. 
The people of the older nations take 
care of soil fertility as a matter of 
| prime necessity and long ago ascer- 
tained the proper succession of crops, 
| thelr relation to the soil and feeding 
of man and animals. They knew the 
soil must be fed and the proper phys- 
ical conditions to maintain and learned 
trom experience how to do It. 

During the short history of our 
country we have had new solls to draw 
upon when exhaustion resulted from 
the robbing process, and much of the 
nation’s prosperity is the equivalent of 
what the soil has lost. Our people 
have been well fed, and until recently 
they have been cheaply fed. This has 
been due in part no doubt to the oc-| 
cupancy of land easily obtainable as 
soon as the older refused to yield 
abundantly and is one of the prime 
causes of farm desertion that are now 
attracting so much attention. 

The federal government Is expend- 
ing large sums to Irrigate more land, 
which is wise, but the amount of water 
impounded is small compared with the 
volume that flows to waste. In a re- 
cent visit to the mountain states I saw 
that the most advanced localities are 
every year making more reservoirs to 
hold winter and spring flows of waters 
that go free of man’s restraint to the 
ocean. The nation, the states and 
private enterprises have ample fields 
in which to work toward greater crop 
production in this direction. | 

The department of agriculture, {in 
obedience to congressional require- 
ment, is exploring similar lands that 
exist under similar conditions through- 
out the old world. Some success is 
being had. A wheat from Africa and 
Asia gives us 60,000,000 bushels a year 
from the high lying Ught rainfall 
states: a grass and alfalfa from Tur- 
kestan, alfalfa, clovers and vetches 
from Siberia, oats from northern Swe- 
den, millets from the orient, sorghum 
from Africa, are samples of what are 
being found by our explorers 
thrive on Our highlands of the west.

DIRECT PRIMARY GROWS 
IN FAVOR, SAYS WADHAMS. 


Conventions Shama, Asserts Head of 
Movement in New York. | 


The political battles within the Re- 


| publican party of New York have 


drawn attention to the progress made 
by the direct nomination movement 
throughout the United States. | 

William H. Wadhams, president of | 
the Direct Primaries association of 
New York, asserts the greater part of 
the nation has adopted the idea, say- 
ing: 

“This system is in force in some 


, form in more than two-thirds of the 


states whose population numbers more 
than half the population of the entire 
nation. Fifteen states—Illinois, Iowa, 


Kansas, Louisiana, Mississippi, Mis- 
sourl, Nebraska, New Hampsbire, 
North Dakota, Oklahoma, Oregon, 


South Dakota, Texas, Washington and 
Wisconsin (to which Michigan, Call- 
fornia and some other states have 
Since been added), with a population 
of more than 25,000,000—have manda- 
tory laws adopting this system of 
nominating candidates for practically 
all offices. Minnesota, Ohio and Penn- 
Sylvania have mandatory laws cover- 
ing nominations for all but state of- 
fices. 

“In Indiana, New Jersey, Massachu- 
setts and Tennessee mandatory direct 
primaries are held for certain offices 
or in certain localities, and in Alaba- 
ma, Florida, Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Michigan the laws permit the use of 
this system in nominating practically 
all officers, Connecticut, Delaware, 
Maryhind, Maine, North Carolina and 
Rhode Island have certain provisions 
for optional direct primaries; also in 
many other states, notably the southern 
states not specified, party rules have 
been adopted providing for state wide 
mandatory direct primaries. No state 
after adopting the mandatory direct 
primary has gone back to the conven- 
tion system. 

“The reason the convention was 
abandoned in those states was that it 
had become a sham and merely ex- 
pressed the will of the few instead of 
the party. The American method of 
nominating directly by cholce of the 
party members has taken its place.”

Swimming the English channel is 
not like taking a dip in the surf at 
some seaside resort, a dash through a 
nice calm lake or a swim from one 
side of the river to the other. Nata- 
tion on a rough day in the tempestu- 
ous Atlantic ocean gives an idea of 
the European feat, but still it lacks 
some of the essential features that 
have made the aquatic Marathon un- 
swum by so many. 

It is the strong and varying current 
in the English channel that renders 
the crossing so difficult, even, in fact, 
for vessels. While the distance from 
Dover to Calais is only a fraction over 
twenty miles, Captain Webb is esti- 
mated to have covered almost forty 
miles, owing to the fact that the tide 
and current swept him back and forth, 
up and down the course, almost at 
will at times. 

Of course no story is complete with- 
eut mention of Captain Paul Boyton. 
Tbe latter was the first man to cross 
the channel, but he did it in his fa- 
mous rubber air inflated suit. 

With all these artificial aids he re- 
quired one hour and thirty-three min- 
utes longer for twenty-nine miles than 
Webb, relying on his strength and 
stamina, needed for a distance greater 
by ten miles.

IDENTITY OF BODY 


Trial of Crippen and His Former 
fypist Resumed In London 


London, Sept. 9.—At the resump- 
tion of the trial of Dr. Hawley H. 
Crippen and Ethel C. Leneve, for the 
murder of the former's wife, Public 
Prosecutor Humphreys introduced evi- 


| dence to establish the claim of the 


crown that the parts of the mutilated 
body found in the Crippen home once 
formed a part of the person of Belle 
Elmore, the missing wife. 

Arthur Newton, representing Crip- 
pen, cross-examined Mrs. Harrison, 


who identified portions of hair and, 


clothing as belonging to Mrs. Crip- 
pen. In reply to his questions, the 
witness assented to the suggestion 
that the hair, portions of a woman's 
vest and the curling iron found in the 
Crippen cellar were not only similar 
to those worn or used by the missing 
woman, but also “resembled thou- 
sands of others.” 

It is believed that the defense will 
maintain that the parts found were 
not of the body of Crippen’s wife and 
s0 prevent the identification necessary 
to establish the prosecution's claim.

Vice is a Jerseyman, a resident of 
When he and his party 
reached Bahia in the spring of 1909 
they joined a party of British and 
American adventurers in a plan to 
capture the small Brazilian town of 
Athens and gradually to overcome the 
entire republic. They charged one 
night upon the police headquarters, 
but their fire was returned, and so ef 
fectively that one of the party, an 
Englishman, was killed and Vice, 
George Gordon of New Jersey, who 
was one of the nine, and an ex-Brit- 
ish army officer were wounded and 
captured, 

Gordon died of his wounds, and Vice 
and the Englishman were tried and 
sentenced to death. The Englishman 
was executed, but Vice, who had forty 
wounds, was no candidate for a first 
class execution, and so he was kept 
in the hospital for many months. 
Eventually the representations of the 
state department and the boy’s mother 
prevailed, and he was set free. 

Two others of the party wero Sam- 
uel J. Parker of New York and IHunert 
J. Kincaid of Moose Jaw, Canada. 
They returned to this country from 
Brazil about four months before Vice 
arrived. They were sorry looking rev- 
olutionists and quite eager to pursue 
sone other vocation. 


Police Were Prepared. 

According to their story, the nine 
young men landed in Bahia, purchased 
horses and then proceeded by boat to 
Athens, where they saddled their 
horses in the suburbs and galloped 
into the town square. 

The plan was to sweep the square 
with a volley or two of Mauser bul- 
lets, stand the police on their heads 
and take possession of the town. They 
were to join several hundred revolu- 
tionists, under command of General 
Magell. 

The police bad been warned of their 
approach, however, and dispersed 
them after a bot skirmish. The six 
who hed not been wounded or cap- 
tured retreated up a ratiroad track, 
cutting telegraph wires as they went. 
But finally some 800 Brazilian police- 
men hunted them down and placed, 
them in jail. After many trials they | 
were released.

Professor Jackson, the Highway Commission's expert, 
took careful records to ascertain the number and destination 
of calls from each — to points within the eSteouolitan 
and Suburban districts. He found that, aside from calls for 
the seven Metropolitan exchanges, only 14%; 
calls went outside districts composed of a particular exchange 
and its contiguous Suburban exchanges. Hence, the great 
majority of Suburban users would not be adversely affected 
by reason of the creation of such districts, but, on the con- 
trary, distinctly benefited when all the advantages are 
considered.

The present lowest unlimited Suburban rate obtainable 
is a four-party line at $30 a year. The new lowest unlimited 
Suburban district rate—a two-party line with divi ded ring 
—is $2la year in “E” districts, $24 a year in “F” distri eh S, 
$27 a year in “G” districts and $30 in “H” districts. Here, 
then, is a reduction of 30, 20 and 10 per cent, respectively, in 
three classes of exchanges, and the substitution ofa two-party 
line with divided ringing for a four-party line, with other 
benefits which will be referred to later. 


In this connection three important points should be 
considered—the reduction in the annual rate, the reduction 
of the toll rate to and from Boston, and the improvement i: 
the service which will result from two- -party lines with 
divided ringing in place of four-party lines. Each of these is 
a part of the same problem. 


Il. The réduction of the 10-cent toll rate to five 
cents to all exchanges within five miles of Boston on 
April 15, 1908, and the present extension of the 5-cent 
radius to eight miles, is part of the general plan of 
revision and reduction, and must fairly be considered 
in connection therewith. 


It was distinctly stated that this 1908 reduction was 
tentative and part of a general plan, but to be made in ad- 
vance of other changes. These further changes are indicated 
in the new rate schedule. 


Professor Jackson's figures show that 20%, of the calls 
originating in the present Suburban territory are for the seven 
Metropolitan exchanges in Boston—Main, Fort Hill, Hay- 
market, Richmond, Oxford, Tremont and Back Bay. It 
follows in the toll rates, too, there is a substantial reduction. 


The reduction from 10 cents to 5 cents on Boston calls

000, was arrested at his home here 
late yesterday. 

His family physiclan made affidavit 
that removal from his home would en- 
danger the aged former treasurer's 
life, and he was arraigned in his 
room in the presence of his wife and 
daughter. 

Ingersoll was held in $20,000 ball 
for a hearing. Bail was furnished by 
Charles A. Moody, cashier of the 
First National bank of Biddeford; 
former Mayor Horrigan and Dr. War- 
ren, also of Biddeford. 

President Prescott of the bank, who 
swore out the four warrants against 
the former treasurer, said last night 
|that the $3300 which he is formally 
charged with embezzling comprises 
all the funds which the investigators 
were able to discover had been taken 
within six years. Irregularities com- 
mitted prior to that time are out- 
lawed by the statute of limitations. 
Prescott stated further that definite 
grounds upon which to base the formal 
charges had only yesterday been 
found, and that there was no delay in 
making the arrest. 

The arrest of Ingersoll took place in 
the room in which he has been con- 
fined by illness during the month since 
the alleged shortage was discovered, 
and in which he has twice attempted 
to take his life. The arrest was made 
by Chief of Police Harmon. Inger- 
soll was sitting up in bed, wrapped in 
a heavy blanket. 

When informed he had been placed 
under arrest he broke down and cried, 
but soon recovered his composure, 
rand during the formality of arraign- 
ment, conducted by Recorder Rum- 
mery of the municipal court, showed 
evidence of an alert mind. 

Throughout the arraignment he was 
cool and collected. He stated that he 
did not wish to plead at this time, as 
he had engaged Edward C. Reynolds 
of South Portland as counsel and 
would like to confer with him before 
making any plea.

Ambassador Nelidoff Dies After Fifty-

GERMANY’S PLAN IS FOLLOWED.

Low Rates Made to Boarders Who Act | 
as Tutors to Girls Who as Pupils Do 
All Housework—Karlsruhe’s Experi- | 
ence Shows Good Results and Even- 
tual High Wages. 


The servant girl problem Is begin- 
ning to worry our staid and conserva- 
tive cousins over In England, and in 
order to help in its solution the city “of 
Brighton has embarked upon a new 
venture. “With the approval of the 
town council of Brighton there will 
shortly be opened in that city a 
school to train girls for domestic po 
sitions, 

A house has been secured as a board- 
ing house, the boarders to be teachers. 
The entire household work will be 
performed by the students under the | 
supervision of the teachers. Girls will 
be sent to the house for certain pe- 
riods to learn every branch of domes- 
tie work thoroughly and practically. 

The institution of this school Is the 
result of the fact that servant girls 
are so frequently blamed for the way 
in which they perform their domestic 
duties, when as a matter of fact the 
majority of them have never been 
properly trained. 

German Model Taken. 

The Brighton school will be modeled 
on that at Karlsruhe, in Germany, 
which {3 an excellent truining school 
established by the Baden Women’s un- 
jon. At this place several women of 
limited means are provided with an 
unfurnished room, coal, lght and 
board and attendance for from §270 a 
year and up, according to the size of 
the room. All the work of the house 
ia performed by girls from fifteen to 
nineteen years of age, who pay about 
$90 for the privilege. 

The girls ust possess the necessary | 
qualifications of a good character, aj; 
satisfactory education, ete. In cases 
where the girls cannot pay the tuition 
in full they are given some help. The 
tuition is not the chief end of the 
school, but instead it is constantly 
borne in mind that the school was es- 
tablished to train the girls to be more 
efficient and more valuable. 


Boarders Are Mentors. 

The principal meals are served in a 
common dining room, though the 
boarders may have them served in pri- 
vate by paying something extrar The 
object of the course Is to fit the pupils 
for all round practical service, and no 
attempt is made to teach them any- 
thing superfluous to the sound work- 
able understanding of the duties to be 
performed, 

The boarders take a great interest in 
the students and frequently are able 
to get them work. The head of the 
house is a thoroughly practical, moth 
erly housewife, and a pleasant home 
atmosphere pervades the place, A gir! 
who has taken a course in this school 
is able to command a considerably 
higher wage than a “green” girl and 
also has a better chance to secure a 
position, 


“LADY SERVANTS” HAVE CLUB 


Gives Congenial Society to Londoners 
In Reduced Conditions. 

A club for “lady servants” is soon to 
be opened in London. The main ob- 
ject of the club, according to the sec- 
retary, is to give such servants an op-| 
portunity of enjoying the soclal life of 
which their position often deprives)

Bridge for small stakes} 
may be indulged in, and country mem- | 
bers on a visit to town will find in the | 
club all the luxuries of a London hotel. |

DISMAL CITIES MADE 
CENTERS OF BEAUTY. 


Kansas City, Memphis and Syracuse 
Among Kessler’s Handiwork. 


Soon after George E. Kessler was 
born in Germany fn 1862 his parents 
noticed that a handful of posies amus- 
ed him more effectively than anything 
tise, That discovery was significant. 
Yhe family caime to this country in 
1835, and young Kessler was educated 
In the New York public schools, 

Then he went back to Europe for a 
special course in engineering, forestry 
and botany. When he returned to the 
United States he headed for Kansas 
City, where he announced that he was 
able to make a boulevard out of a 
dump heap. 

That was in 1892. Now Kansas City 
has thirty-eight miles of boulevards 
and 500 acres of parks. The cost was 
$9,000,000, but Kansas City is glad she 
spent the money. 

Mr. Kessler is a landscape architect, 
but his field is that of cities and not 
that of isolated residences or a once in 
awhile cemetery. In the beginning he 
transformed Kansas City from a rug- 
ged, hilly, dirty town out fn the west 
to “that pretty Kansas City,” a place 
of boulevards and parks, of play- 
grounds and breathing spots. 

There does not appear to be much of 
the dreamer about Mr. Kessler; but, 
just the same, be does dream, am 
hose visions have resulted in giving 
Kansas City one of the best park sys- 
tems in the country, remolding the va- 
cant and dirty lots of Memphis Into 
public gardens, beautifying Syracuse, 
N. Y¥.; creating a butterfly metamor- 
phosis for Indianapolis and making 
and restoring the world’s fair butld- 
ings of St. Louis and then showing 
the city how to create a boulevard 
system worthy of tfe size of the place. 

That is not all. The natural beauties 


'of Pensacola, Fla., are being added to 


by him. Fort Worth, Tex., is being 
converted Into a city where a visit 
would not be complete without a trip 
over the boulevard system. 

Kansas Clty, Kan., the little sister 
of the larger city on the Missouri side 
of the state line, Is being made to con- 
form with the example of its neighbor- 
ing municipality. Workmen are busily 
tearing down the shacks and replacing 
them with drives, flowers and shrub- 
bery in many other cities, and even 
tourist catering Denver, which asserts 
ttself as “the Queen City of the West,” 
bas realized that parks are necessary.

trivances, while twenty-alx, mostly lit- 
tle girls, were burned to death by fire 
from fireworks. 

“Startling as is this showing, !t 1s the 
best since 1903. when the Journal be 
gan keeping its record. In 1903 4,449 
persons were injured, of whom 466 
lost their Ilves, 406 of them dying 
from tetanus. The grand total for 
eight years shows that 37,526 persons 
have been injured, of whom 1,662 
died.”

Result of Liquefaction of Blood 
of St. Januarius 


Naples, Sept. 21.—The phenome- 
non of the liquefaction of the blood | 
of St. Januarius took place after 
prayers lasting fifty-five minutes in 
the presence of a great multitude. The 
peopie interpret the rapidity of the 
Mquefaction as proof that the peril, 
from cholera is over. | 

In the great church at Naples there} 
are preserved the head and some of| 
the blood of Januarlus, bishop of} 
Benevento, who was beheaded for the | 
faith near Puteoll. The blood, as his| 
acts relate, was gathered from the | 
ground by a poor woman at the time! 
of the martyrdom, and enclosed in| 
two small glass phials. On several | 
occasions, it is recorded, his relics | 
were carried in procession during 
eruptions of Vesuvius. 

The standing miracle of the lique- 
faction of tke blood of St. Januarius 
consists in bringing the congealed 
pieces near to the head, the phials 
being placba on the altar and prayer 
being made. After a longer or shorter 
interval the blood becomes liquid and 
flows.

A gem expert of the British museum 
in 4 lecture the other day warned lay 
buyers of precious stones agatnst f[p- 
vesting in sapphires and rubies, which, 
he sald, could now be produced arttf- 
cially in such perfect condition that 
the difference between the product of 
the mine and that of the laboratory 
was all but imperceptible. 

The latest synthetic stones indead 
are so perfect that even under a micro- 
scope their genuineness or not as a 
naturnl product cannot be positively 
guaranteed, 

European pawnbrokers are very cha- 
ry of lending money on rubies espe- 
cially, and consequently there is a 
sluinp in the value of that stone. The 
Russian czar suffers in pocket by this, 
a6 he owns one of the finest collections 
of rubies inthe world. The St. Peters- 
burg court jewelers estimate the loss

It is natural that countries with bigh 
tariffs should suffer more from smug- 
giing than those where few articles are 
taxed, and America bas been com- 
polled to enact a very severe penalty, 
though even that is not a sufficient de- 
torrent 

It is beliaved that about a million dol- 
lars’ worth of cut G@amonds are smug- 
gied into the United States yearly, yet 
the customs officials America sre 
among the sharpest.in the world. The 
stones bare been introduce! within 
bollow welking sticks, in revolver 
cartridges, in bables’ ratties and sugar 
cendy imeges. 

A verg curious talo ts told witt re- 
gard to the smuggling of a quantity 
of veluable iace. It happenad not long 
Ago. 

The authorittes In New York were 
warned that thera was to be an at- 
tempt to smugyle this jlace by the oid 
dodge of a cofiin. The ship arrired. 
and there were the bereaved relatives 
in the Geepest mcurning in charge of 
a lenden casket.

It ia of bigh value 
and difficnit to detect, whfhe women, 
who are chiefly intent on smuggling it, 
are more awkward to deal with than 
men. The right of search can always 
be exercised, but it leads to unpleas- 
ant scenes and sometimes to the search- 
ing of tnnocent persons. 

The Gificuity is increased by the 
fact that women of the highest Amer- 
jean rank do not scruple to smuggle. 
and to interfere personally with these 
is a Gelieate job. It must be done 
sometimes and has had some startling 
results. Women have been caught not 
only thickly bandaged with lace, but 
eoucealing valuable sables among their 
underclothes. 

On one occasion hundreds of costly 
ostrich feathers were discovered sew- 
ed within a woman's petticoat. The fair 
Americans nre very keen, and they do 
not like to return from Europe empty 
handed.

There is not a football coach who is 
not giving this question deep thought. 
One of the many clauses that the 
rules committee saw fit to Insert in 
the 1910 code is responsible for this 
new coaching worry.

Certainly this does away with the 
quarterback. He woulkl be a_hin- 
drance. Last year he was the most 
{mportant man on the field. He open- 
ed the lever of the football machine 
and directed it forward. 
man will have to call signals, but 
there the quarterback function ends. 
The quarterback that the game has 
known since its inception in this coun- 
try is no more. 

Four Men Behind Line. 

A place has to be found for him be- 
hind the line. Incidentally there will 
be four big, fast men behind the line 
this autumn instead of three and a It- 
tle quarterbeck, us has been the case. 
Ilow will these four men be played? 
Will they he lined across the field or 
stund In a tandem on the line? The 
question is a hard one. 

A rule provides that a man to make 
a forward pass or onside kick must 
stand five yards behind the Une. The 
forward pass and onside kick promise 
to attain high development this year. 
These plays will be used very fre 
quently. This means that a man will 
have to be kept on that five yard 
mnirk. This may be the berth for the 
despised quarterback. At any rate, 
coaches will play probably one or two 
men five yards behind the line. The 
amputation of the quarterback means 
a saving in speed that might counter- 
balance the added distance the men 
would have to take behind the line. At 
present it’s all a gamble. The coaches 
will not know how to play their Lands 
until the middle of October. 

Ides Not a New One. 

The idea of playing one or two backs 
five yards or more behind the line 
with the others near it is not a new 
one. Pennsylvania used such an at- 
tack in the Cornell game last year. 
Hutchinson was needed in the quar- 
terback position to run the team. He 
was also needed in the fullback’s posi- 
tion for runs off tackle and around the 
ends. So they taught the players spe- 
cial formations for that game. The 
four backs were abreast. They could 
end run, forward pass or kick. This 
year it will be the same, but the new 
clause will let the formation hit the 
ine too. 


Trouble For Conference Teams. 

As the conference college teams can- 
not begin practice until Sept. 20, the 
coaches inflicted by the rule are in an- 
guish. Minnesota is an example. The 
Gophers open their season on Sept. 
24. This gives Dr. H. C. Williams ex- 
actly four days In which to teach new 
football with all its varied rules, con- 
dition his players and develop an at- 
tack and defense.

HUGHES IS ASKED 


TO PARDON HAINS 


Application Is Made by Father 
of Man Who Killed Annis 


New York, Sept. 28.—An applica- 
tion for executive clemency for Cap- 
tain Peter C. Hains, Jr., has been 
filed with Governor Hughes at Albany. 
Hains was convicted of the killing of 
William E. Annis atthe Bayside Yacht 
club on Long island in 1908 and fs 
serving an indeterminate term of from 
eight to sixteen years in Sing Sing.

no voter has ever claimed, or ever 
can claim, maintenance from another 
voter. In the suffrage states these 
basic laws are for the moment nulli- 
lied.” 


The grant of the ballot to woman 
would deprive her of all property 
privileges, including the wife's right 
What 
this means can be appreciated only 
when the extent of the property privi- 
leges now enjoyed by women {s un- 
derstood. The Hst is thus set down 
by Miss Seawell: 

“The wife on her marriage does not 
become responsible for 
owed by her husband before mar- | 
Tiage; the husband on marriage be- 
comes in many states responsible for 
every debt owed by the wife before 
marriage. The wife is the sole pos- 
geessor of her own estate; the husband 
is not, and never has been, the sole 
possessor of his own estate, unless 
there {s a pre-nuptial contract. He 
cannot alienate his wife's dower, 
either in his lifetime or by his will 
courtesy-right in his 
wife's estate by no means corresponds 
in value with the wife's dower-right In 
his estate. A wife is not Hable for 
her husband’s debts; a husband may 
not excuse himself from paying his 
wife’s debts, even on the ground that 
they were contracted without his 
knowledges, or even against his pro- 
The law compels him to pay 
those debts of his wife which are 
reckoned justiflable and in proportion 
to the husband's income and station 
in life. A married woman {s entitled 
to her own earnings; a married man is 
not, and never was, entitled to 
own earnings. The law compels him 
out of them to give adequate support | 
to his wife and minor children. The 
woman seeking divorce from her hus- 
band can compel him to pay her 
counsel fees, and to give her alimony 
if she be the innocent party, even if 
he marry again, and this allmony con- 
tinues until the former wife's death or 
remarriage. She can also compel her 
former hsuband to provide for the sup-

port of the minor children. A hus- 
band seeking divorce from his wife 
cannot force her to pay his counsel 


fees or secure alimony from her, 
if she be guilty, force her to support 
the minor children, although the wife 
may be wealthy and the husband may 
be penniless.” 

Now Miss Seawell reasons correct- 
ly that all these privileges must be re- 
signed at once by every woman who 
acquires a vote. A wife upon ob- 
taining the ballot, would have to give 
up all claim to maintenance upon any- 
one whomsoever, except upon public 
charity. 

In this connection, a related conse- 
quence of woman suffrage, not men- 
tioned by Miss Seawell, may be 
Pointed out. As the possession of the 
ballot would deprive woman of all 
property privileges, so also !t would 
nullify many existing laws for the pro- 
of working women.
